Dear General : 

I am engaged in preparing an article about new methods of 
warfare being tested in the Soviet Union — - especi ally bacteriological 
warfare, and the planting of bubonic plague bacilli on migratory birds. 

My sources are the experiences of two German scientists who were forced to 
work on these experiments, but later escaped Russia to tell the story. 

It would be very helpful to me if I could get confirmation 
of this material from a United States source . Would you be good enough 
to refer me to someone in Washington or New York, in CIA, or perhaps 
in Chemical Warfare, who might be acquainted with Russian experiments of this 
character?
